MORE rOSTOFFICE ROOM XEEDED. 


The movement inaugurated under auspices of the 


Commercial club for a more commodious 
postoflicc, 


cither by additions to the present building or the erec- 
tion of a new building, takes cogtmancCjOf a condition 
that puts the local postal administration under many 
stresses. The government building in Fort Wayne was 
completed more than a quarter of a century ago. At 
that time this city had about half its present population, 
a good deal less than hall" its present aggregate of busi- 
ness and a total of postal transactions that was per- 
haps under one-sixth of the present day total in the 
postofficc. While it doubtless was contemplated at the 
time the postofficc was built,to make provision for in- 
crease of business, tbcrc probably was not in mind and 
there certainly was not provision for an expansion of 
.'600 per cent. .The consequence is that today the build- 
ing is wholly inadequate to the needs of the postal 
business of the city—a business, too. that is growing by 
leaps and bounds. Some four or five years ago Post- 
master Hanna procured the enlargement of working 
room by a. general overhauling of the postoffice flour of 
the building and making use of all available waste of 
Space. No more room can be got in I his way, for it 
.was all seized upon at that time. More/com is prac-

York city fined a lawyer $4.~>,000 for organizing wire 
>ools. 
The district attorney begged for a jail sentence, 


because the lawyer was, in his estimation, a dangerous 
criminal. 
He 
had dragged 
intri illegal combinations 


Honorable men who had no intention ot doing an illegal 
ict. 
\Vhen they became suspicions he told them he had 


:-onsulted the department of justice and it. had approved. 
.Nevertheless the judge let. the man go with a fine. 


Not. long ago he did send a man to jail for three 


months. 
He was an importer on a small scale of dates, 


tigs and cheese from Greece. 
He tried to cheat, the cus- 


toms, as others have done, and got. caught at, i t . 
Prob 


ably he deserved what, he got. 
But when this same 


judge had to pass on the same day on Ihe case of 
millionaire importer of millinery and dress goods mixed 
up in frauds which had cost the government a million 
and a half he was let. go with a $25,00(1 fine, though 
a jiiil sentence was asked for. 


The man was the less deserving of leniency because 


ho had jumped his bail, (led to Europe and remained 
away for months. 


Karlier in tho year another federal judge sitting in 


New York city refused to send t.o prison a wealthy art. 
importer who had swindled the government out of mil- 
lions, on the ground that. He was in ill-health and im- 
prisonment might kill him. 


When the people see men who have stolen a few hun- 


dreds of dollars or less sent to prison, even when/ they 
are in ill-hcall.h. while wealthy malefactors who have 
stolon millions escape, they begin !.o doubt, the existence 
of "even-handed justice." 
It. occurs to thorn that, judges 


might have a. better sense of proportion in 
awarding 


punishments if they wore subject, to some degree of 
popular control. 
They commence t a l k i n g about the re- 


call to rid themselves of judges who know not. justice. 
For t h a t t a l k and tho new-fanglod judicial recall device 
some judges arc responsible.

The parish of the Church

Most Precious Blood is now a little 
over sixteen years old. 
It dates its 


history from the early part of the year 
1S95. The most reliable account of Its 
history is that given in the book. "The 
Diocese of Fort Wayne." which was 
written by Rt. Rev. H. J. Alerdins, the 
bishop of this diocese, and which Is 
as follows: 


"On February 12, 1S95, Bishop Rade- 


macher assigned the territory north of 
the St. Mary's river and to the Now 
York, Chicago and St. Louis railway, 


west of the Lake Shore and Michi- 


gan Southern railway, in and near 
the city of Fort Wayne, to the pastoral 
care of the Most Precious Blood. Oc- 
tober 12, 1897. marks the beginning "f 
the congregation. It was on that date 
Rev. Frank Nigsch entered upon the

OMPETITIVE swimming undoubtedly ranks 
to-day among the cleanest forms of athletic con- 
test in which the American amateur indulges. 
It has, unfortunately, not always been thus. 
There was a time when tactics that were de- 


cidedly unsportsmanlike found their way into aquatics 
and were winked at. although they often threw races 
to men who were not entitled to them. Things have 
Improved greatly since then and the majority of swim- 
mers are now fair, ready to concede a point when the 
occasion arises, unwilling to take advantage of an 
opponent, and good losers. 


But there are still a few black sheep In the flock, 


for the principle of "win at all costs" died hard, and 
an occasional recurrence of past abuses is at, times 
witnessed. It is principally with the black sheep that 
the following pages torn at random from the chron- 
icles of swimming are concerned, and we will leave 
It to the reader to pass judgment. 


Attempts to "rattle" a feared rival and to make him 


lose his nerve or his temper have been made from time 
immemorial in nil branches of sport, and many there 
are who consider them quite legitimate, for. they hold 
that a good competitor should be cool rfnd able to keep 
himself under perfect control. 


About a year ago a fast fifty yarder was developed 


In the Middle West who was thought to have sufficient 
speed at the distance to give Champion Daniels the 
race of his life, and possibly to bent him. One of the 
big indoor meets furnished the desired opportunity to 
bring the two together, and the newcomer's coach, 
realizing what a splendid advertisement it would be 
for him should his pupil tnke into camp the world's 
title holder, decided to Improve the chances of it to the 
best of his ability. He entered for the race, besides his 
favorite, two mediocre performers, who were instruct- 
ed to plunge in as soon as the word to get ready was 
uttered. He hoped that Daniels would be carried off 
to a false start by them anrt then become overcautious 
and be late when the gun wns fired.

Kor instance, if a middle or long dis- 
tance man is not n very good judge of pace it Is -illlW 
legitimate to i -neb him throughout a race by a set 
of prearranged signals. Those who followed aquatic 
sports in Ihe days when E. C. Schaeffer was breaking 
records right nnd left will remember how George 
Kistlcr, his instructor, used to stand at the end of the 
course with n towel in his hand and wave It fran- 
tically every now nnd then. He «new to a. dot how 
fast his young charge could swim, and always fig-red 
'nit, beforehand the tinie that it should take Mm to 
cover each length. 


If Schacffcr fell behind, nn up and down sweep of 


the white flag told him to Increase his speed, while if 
he wns using up too much energy nnd threatened to 
exhaust himself a side to side motion of the towel 
gave him tho warning to slow down. Others have hit 
on similar dodges nnd profited by them, but the man 
wlm invented the most unusual method of ascertaining 
whether he wns living np to his schedule i/as Otto 
Wahle, now amnteur coach of Mercury Foot squad. 


In the year 1901 Wahle w?-s the best mller in Amer- 


ica, ns he proved by winning the championship and 
estnblishing a new record for the distance. He wa« 
also the most, systematic trainer. Not being a natu- 
ral swimmer, as he/ himself explains, he had to work 
hard and persistently to keep at the top. 
He first 


figured out the iime that he would have to make to 
win a race, nnd then proceeded to train down to It. 
Blessed with a really phenomenal memory, he was 
able to dispense -with 'the : ervices of an assistant In- 
stoart, ho fastened a stop watch at the end o£ the 
pool, a few inches above water, clicked it, and 
jumped in. 
As he had previously memorized tho 


times at. which he must touch on every other length. 
all he hart to do was to glance at the dial as h« 
turned nnrt he knew exactly where he was at. iWahlft 
used the watch in many of bis races and attributes la 
part, to It his success. 


Tho use of stimulant's Is not unknown to swim- 


mers. 
A St. Louis sprinter, who was Daniels' rival 


from 1904 to 1906, admitted to taking drugs before 
important races, and coaches have often adminis- 
tered them. 
One very fust short distance. m_an who represented 


the Knickerbocker Athletic Club ten years ago waa 
wont to fake a swallow of whiskey before starting. 
This habit cost, the club the relay championship of 
3002. The whiskey drinker took an overdose on this 
occasion and was wabbly when called to the mark. 
His team mates gave him a lead of two yards over 
Harry Lemoyne. who was swimming tho last relay 
for tiie Broolclines, of Boston, and had the man been 
in shape it; woulrt have been more than sufficient to 
insure victory, but ho wasn't, and Lemoyne beat him 
home by several feet.

actable of all has been the growth in popularity and 
consequent size of crops of a Siberian species known 
as durum wheat. 


The headquarters of the dry land grain investiga- 


tions in the Creat Basin arc at a farm of 102 acres 
six miles south of the'town of: Nepbi. Utah, in the 
.Tiisib Valley. At this station the land was covered 
with a heavy growth oC sagebrush, a condition typ- 
ical of hundreds; of thousands of acres in the arid 
sections of the West. But this sagebrush wns cleared 
away and the'farm laid out in plots, upon which 
many varieties of spring and winter wheat have been 
cultivated. 
The host time for ploughing, the depth 


of plant-tig, the value of permitting the ground to lie 


phosphorus and nitrogen containing substances which 
are built up into 'the wheat berry, and without which 
it degenerates into a dwarfed and starchy product, in- 
capable of supplying those inorganic Clements which 
enter into the construction of the animal cell.. 


But in the course of time the deep soil will also 


become poor if seeded continuously to a wheat crop. 
To' prevent this, rye and reas must be grown as a 
winter crop and turned under in the spring before 
the land is too dry for deep ploughing. When this has 
been done the process of decay which they undergo 
supplies to the soil a ricli humus, gfving it body and 
increasing its moisture retaining capacity, and an 
abundance of nitrates, the nlrrcsen for which is

In the first place it is pointed out that, it is only in the 
highly civilized nations of today that really gond 
bread, made of good Hour and properly baked, is to be 
found, while it is well known that the savage peoples 
of to-day grow the poorest sort of wheat and make the 
poorest and Jeast palatable bread. 


Scientific experts of the Department of Agriculture 


psplaiu it this way. They --ay t h a t as the farmers of 
a country lire successful in reclaiming exhausted and 
impoverished soils, in conserving the fertility of the 
newer wheat lands and in developing varieties of 
wheat better in quality and adapted to wid»r '-a uses 
of growth, so will the ideal of cliif icncy and economy 
in production of the staff of life be approached. The 
healthy industrial activities of a nation, they declare. 
depend upon efficiency and economy of production.

It will thrive also on poor lands, in stony 
ground, in forest regions and on the prairies. The at- 
tacks of rust and smut do not affect it as they do 
ordinary wheats. For these reasons .miner will prove 
to he very valuable for improving our ordinary wheats, 
and in the experimental crossing that has been done 
there has been a marked increase in general rigor end 
hardiness. 


The lineage of emmer'is very old and distinguished! 


it is the only species of wheat which has been culti- 
vated since the very beginning of civilization. Up to * 
few years ago the original wild wheat plant from 
which our cultivated species have sprung had not been 
discovered, but from Palestine there has lately come 
an account of the finding of a primitive type ef emmer 
crowing wild, in company with wild barley. By the 
selection and crossing of this wild cereal, which pre- 
fers poor, rocky, shallow, dry soil, and thrives without 
any cultivation. 1t is hoped to develop varieties adapted 
to the semi-arid regions of the United States. 


In the entire history of the country no other cereal 


Fepms to have mndo so remarkable a record as durum 
wheat. Previous to 10fU it could not usually be sold at 
the elevators or mills at nny price, and was rarely 
srown—in small quantities only, for stock feeding. Ten 
years ago the annual durum wheat crop was 100,000 
bushels; in bis report for 1910 the Secretary of th« De- 
partment of Agriculture gave 50,000,000 bushels as the 
if>on crop, and stated that it was no longer possible to 
give even approximate figures of the production. 


In the sections of Europe where this wheat is well 


known its excellent qualities have been recognized a 
long time. France, the greatest bread eating country 
in the world, for many years has used durum wheat 
flour in its baking, and in the jegion from Greec« 
to Koumanin it forms n large part of the animal crop. 
Much the largest production of durum wheat is in 
Kast and South Bussia. and the price at the principal 
IJusslan markets is always higher than that of the 
hard red spring and winter wheats, although the lat- 
tor easily equals in quality the similar wheats of the 
country. 


The slow coming into use of durum wheat for bread 


1n the United States wns duo to the stress put upon 
Its Incomparable value in the manufacture of maca- 
roni. In fact.' no other wheat, except perhaps Pol- 
ish, will make good macaroni. It is as impossible to 
make typical Minneapolis flour from California wheat 
as it is" to make- first class macaroni from other than 
durum wheat. 
The excellence of Italian macaroni is 


not due to superior methods of manufacture; the real 
reason is that only durum wheat is used, though it is 
true that the methods are occasionally superior to 
those of many American factories.

They have been removing the 
plant, food from the soil without the addition of any- 
thing to take its place. 


The experts of the Department of Agriculture have 


entered upon a campaign for the reform of these gross 
abuse's. They have shown how the plant, food has 
almost disappeared from the few inches of surface 
soil which has been skimmed over year after year by 
shallow ploughing, and how the soil below this to a 
depth of from ten to twelve Inches by deep ploughing 
can be made to yield up to the wheat roots the iron. 


States it has been used only for stock feeding, but n 
great deal of the food of the peasant; of the northern 
Volga River section, in Russia, is made from * rawer, 
and in the portions of Germany.

In the spring of 1003, at the conclusion of a series 


of baking experiments aad chemical analyses with 
durum wheat flour, the Department of Agriculture 
had baked 500 loaves of bread. 250 loaves from 
durum nnd 250 loaves from hard spring wheat flour, 
nnd sent one of each to prominent millers, bakers, 
flour Inspectors, chemists and teachers of domestic 
science, no intimation being made of the nature of 
the flour from which the loaves were made. A list 
of questions was also sent relative to comparative 
freshness, flavor, color, textureT moisture, crust and 
other general qualities, and more than two hundred 
replies were received out of the total of two hundred 
and fifty. 
The general opinion of the value of the 


durum wheat, loaves ns against those made from other 
flour was 108 to 74 in favor of the durum wheat 
loaves although in the matter of color of the bread 
nnd color nnd tnsle of the crust the answers were 
slightly unfavorable to the durum wheat loaves. 


But. a thorough study of the situation has shown 


that the matter of color is a purely relative one and 
Is almost entirely under the control of the baker. 
With the experience of the last few years He has 
produced a whiter durum wheat loaf, although It 
must he remembered that, no good bread made to-day 
from Western or Northwestern wheat is white, nor • 
is the flour white. Many Minneapolis flours, which 
may bo taken as good standards, are a creamy color 
and not white, although thfty at first underwent the 
greatest of difficulties in becoming established, just 
from the fact thnt they were not white flours. The 
durum wheat flour nt most produces a wheat that is 
only a little more yellow or creamy than the best hard 
spring wheat. 
The possibilities in reach of our farmers and com- 


mercial men in this new grain have Just begun to be 
"Irevealcd. There are enormous nrens of semi-arid and 
Wen arid districts not yet touched by agriculture 
Avhich are admirably adapted to it. Even under ir- 
u-igatlon the wheat succeeds very well, but over by far 
the. larger portions of the dry districts irrigation will 
he unnecessary, something which is true of but very 
few other drought resistant crops. 


Aside from the export outlet for durum wheat, 


either-in the form of the. wheat itself or as semolina 
in France and Italy, for the production of macaroni, 
there should be other outlets In other countries where 
brond of n rich finvor~ls desired, without, regard to 
color. This is particularly true of those districts ol 
the Far Enst where there has been unusually rapid 
development in recent years. Should the Chinese and 
Japanese and other Oriental peoples become fully 
acquainted with the use of wheat brend the exports 
of American flour ma tie from this variety of grain 
would he prncticnlly unlimited.

and grain dealers to enco-irngp the production ol 
durum whent in nil undeveloped semi-arid areas 
ns it is becoming more and mc.re evident that it. is of 
just as treat Importance to them as It Is to th« 
farmer.

THE EWE AND THE LAMB IN SUMMER 


Extra Care Must Be Constantly Exercised During the Hot 


Months if Good Condition of the Lambs is Maintained. 


By Elmer Henderson. 


Of all the things that should merit 


the attention of the farmer at this 
time none are more important than 
the' lambs. 


The Saviour's oft repeated admo- 


nition of "Feed My Lambs" always 
has been and always will be the slo- 
gan of the truly successful 
sheep 


farmer. 


No matter how carefully you care 


for the ewe during the trying period 
of lambing, nor how well you feed her 
during the raw, chilly months of early 
spring, if now. during the hot months 
you neglect the little ones, all your 
work has been in vain. For it Is then 
that the really trying time comes. 


Until summer climatic conditions 


have been fairly conducive to the best 
health and growth of the young 
lambs. Grass has been abundant and 
th ewe has been liberal in her flow 
of milk. Now, however, a change oc- 
curs in the life of the little one. 


Our days, which before have been 


cooled by cool and balmy breezes 


i_aniiness of pasture, it too often ends 
n what we too often see in market 
ircles—a poor, dwarfed and runted 
amb. 


Right here is where the sheep 


armer shows whether he is capable 
anf efficient. 
If he is, he will attend 


o them at once, 
.hern anticipate 
weaning earlier. 


If it has not b~ 
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become intolerable by the wilting 
glare of the midsummer sun and 
nothing feels the effect of this more 
than the sheep. 
Their wool makes 


them feel effcctsvof heat more than 
any of our other animals. It makes 
them uncomfortab^. One has but to 
look at a flock lying panting -in the 
•hade on a hot day to be convinced 
of this. 


The wool of the lambs being longer 


than that of the ewe makes them suf- 
fer more than does the ewe. 
This 


alone would check the growth of the 
lamb, but the worst of all is the fact 
that with the coming of the summer's 
heat the ewe's flow of milk drops eft. 
The usual shortage of pasture at this 
time Is also conducive to this. 


With the falling off of the mother'* 


milk the lamb too often receives a 
serious backset 
little thing do? 


What cai. the poor 
Its chief support is 


Bone. 
It turns to the pastures, but 


they, too often, are bare of any sa o 
the sparsest vegetation.

knows that a little brains and

ter on. 
The best thing to do i: to seperate 


the ewes and lambs entirely. If pos- 
sible give the Iambs a fresh pasture 
on which no sheep have been grazed 
for a year. 
This is to avoid the 


dreaded stomach worm. 


Onu way that has been found good 


is to turn the Iambs into a patch of 
rape and allow them to graze it down. 
Some like to let the rape get six or 
eight Inches high before turning in on 
it, but for my part I think it is too 
tough by that time. 
I much prefer 


iho three or five-inch plant to the 
larger and woodier growth. 


Often after the rape is eaten, the 


meadows have started up afresh so 
that the lambs can be turned into 
them and allowed to eat the fresh, 
tender herbage that' springs up with 
tho first shower. 


Sometimes when nothing better is 


offered, I have turned the lambs into 
the uncut hay. 
They tramp down 


some of it, but they more than pay 
for what they destroy. Then, after 
the hay Is cut> there is always a lot of 
good feed on the ground that is just 
what will do them good. 


It may be that the ruinous crop of 


weeds: is just starting up. The lambs 
will eat these, and with what new 
grass starts up will do well, to say 
nothing of the great good they do as 
scavengers in 
keeping 
the 
fence 


corners all clean. 


If carefully handled during summer 


there Is no reason 
-why the lamb 


should not come on in great shape 
and make a great big lusty cwo or 
wether by Christmas. 


I say ewe or wether. I wonder If 


all come under this classification or 
whether.dcspltc all that can be said 
«.nd done, there arc not a lot of un- 
trlmmed rams In the sheep pens of 
the corn belt today: but 'that is -An- 
other story. 


I believe that every farmer who 


starts to diversify his crops should 
adopt what is called a minor rotation 
or in other words, he should build a 
fence around some small pieces of 
ground handy to his building to be 
used in time as a hog pasture, a place 
for growing potatoes and perhaps for 
a special patch of seed corn. 
A pig 


that is fed grain all his life usually 
fails to pay expenses. 
One which is 


given the run of such a pasture until 
he is up to 150 pounds weight along 
with some grain feed will be pro- 
duced very much more cheaply and 
economically. 


A good hog pasture may be had by 


sowing a, mixture of two pounds 
Dwarf Essex rape, a bushel of barley, 
a bushel of field peas and a little millet 
seed per acre. 


At the Wisconsin Experiment Sta- 


trtal with hogs 


they found t:.at an acre of rape pro- 
duced as much gain on pigs when used 
as a pasture crop along with grain as 
56 bushels of corn would do. It will 
thus be seen that the small pasture or 
a. minor rotation produces a vast 
amount of value as measured in grain 
feed. 


Champion Boy Corn Grower 


The prize for the best corn raised 


In Michigan, shown at tho National 
Show at Omaha. tv;o years ago, was' 
raised by R. C. Rawlins. 
At 


National Corn Show ho won a 
cultivator as first prize, and in 


the 
$30 
the 


county contest received S15 in prizes. 
Tl.ls boy says he became interested in 
corn-culture by watching one of the 
professors of the agricultural college 


In addition to this feeding value of 


rape for hogs they were found to be 
stronger and gained more rapidly after 
the rape feeding was discontinued 
than the ones which had been on grain 
alone. This is doubtless the result of 
beins more vigorous and healthy. They 
found that the ones fed rape and grain 
considerably outgained the ones fed 
on grain alone.—J. H.

HUMS FROM THE HIVES. 


When you see tho bees clustering 


around tho watering trough just pro- 
vide them a fountain near their hives. 
This will save time for them an^d 
there will bo no more drowned bees 
and horses and other stock will not 
be stung as they come from the field, 
heated and perspiring—a fit mark for 
the angry bee. 


Surround :i beard of convenient size 


with a narrow cleat an inch high, 
making the shallow trough water 
tight, dver this tack a piece of wire 
screen, being careful to leave no sharp 
edges that will hurt the bees. 
Fill 


with water and noto the enjoyment 
with which the winged visitors flock 
and drink with no possibility of find- 
ing in it a fatal draught. They will 
drink lots of water now, and if you do 
not furnish the pure stuff they will 
hunt out the nearest cesspool for 
moisture they must have. 


Do not worry if your fence row Is 


bordered with golden rod and aster. 
You may not be Impressed with the 
aesthetic effect expressed by your city 
cousins, but the bees revel In tho 
sweets afforded and will, from the 
weeds, extract a supply of honey that 
will go a long way toward piecing out 
their winter store. 
Beside, golden 


rod honey, when it can be secured in 
quantity, is food fit for- kings, being 
of a rich amber hue and of superior 
flavor. 


Remember that honey must ripen 


before it is ready to market. 
When 


first made it is thin and watery but 
after two or three weeks it acquires 
the consistency necessary to the first- 
class product. 


Conversely, if kept in a damp place 


it soon gathers moisture and becomes 
seriously damaged. A cool, dry closet 
is preferable to the cellar for storing.

HANDLING THE MUSKMELLON 
CROP 


Judgment as to the Time of Picking and Good Care in Pact- 


ing the Melons Are Essential for the Best Results* 


By John W. Lloyd. 


THE QUEEN OF THE ORCHARD 


It Is so easy to have a little peach I 


orchard on the farm, and how very 
few have them. Nothing more Is re- 
quired than some good trees planted 
right, a bit of cultivation now and 
then, a little watchfulness to see that 
the insects do not attack the younK- 
stcrs. liberal pruning, and there you 
are. 


Tho picture shown here Is from a 


photograph of a branch from a peach- 
tree four years old, grown by Edith 
Fullcrton. on Long Island, N. Y. The 
trees were summer pruned—nnd how 
Mrs. Fullorton does prune her trees 
is n. caution to people who do not 


These trees produced a good crop the 
third year, and a bumper crop the 
fourth year. 


Mrs. Fullcrton says she lays her 


pood crops to summer-pruning, sprny- 
Incr. clean

Experts who 


know what liberal pruning means.' visited this little Lone Island farm 


wpro quite certain that the trees on 
which these poaches were grown hao 
been planted at least seven years, am; 
It took the records of tho county scat 
to show that tho land, which was 
waste pine barrens, was not bought 
until four years before tho maturing 
of this crop. 


There is considerable difference of 


opinion as to the exact stage of ma- 
turity at 
which melons should bo 


picked for shipment. 
If allowed to 


become too ripo before picking, they 
become soft by the tlmo they have 
reached tho market, and often must 
be sacrificed In order to effect an Im- 
mediate snle. 


If picked too preen, tho melons 


reach market in firm condition, but 
are lacking in flavor, and are not de- 
sired by the best trade. It Is a nice 
point to pick melons at such a degree 
of ripeness that they will reach the 
market in firm condition, and yet 
possess the requisite flavor. 


The farther from the market the 


melons are produced, the less mature 
hey must be when picked. Further- 
more, the rapidity of softening after 
Peking varies \vith the temperature 
.o which the melons are subjected. 
T ! cooler they can be kept after 
picking, the longer they can be al- 
owed to remain on the vines and the 
>etter flavor they will have. 


It is. therefore, essential that tho 


melons be placed in the shade as 
soon as possible after picking, and bo 
*cpt shaded until they are loaded 
nto the car. 


For the same reason, riper melons 


can be shipped under refrigeration 
than in ventilated cars. It is also true 
that melons shipped during oxcess- 
vely hot weather, unless under re- 
frigeration, will softer moro rapidly 
than 
those shipped during cooler 


weather. 


The condition of tho vines and the 


rapidity of ripening of tho melons In 
the field will also have a bearing upon 
the stage of maturity at which they 
should be picked. 


Early in tho shipping season, when 


tho vines are In full vigor and the 
melons ripening slowly, tho fruits 
may safely be left upon tho vines 
until more mature than would be safe 
later In tho season when tho plants 
have become somewhat weakened, or, 
by 
re -.son of excessive heat, 
tho 


melons are rlpcninK very rapidly. 


While It Is true that no rule can be 


given for picking melons 'hat will ap- 
plr under all conditions, nnd that the 
grower must exercise judgment In 
reference to each day's picking, the 
Idoal will bo attained when the con- 
ditions arc such that the melons will 
reach the market In the best condi- 
tion If picked as soon r.s the fruit will 
part rendlly from tho stem when the 
latter Is pressed with tho thumb or 
finger.

GROWING HAY FOR MARKET. 


Timothy hay should be grown for 


market every time. The market wants 
clean .timothy and will pay a price far 
beyond its feeding value; for that rea- 
son it pays to grow what the market 
calls for. , 
' 


If we grow the best timothy we must 


plow our ground early and give'it a 
thorough tillage for a numbe.- of 
weeks before the field is seeded. The 
mineral fertilizers should be thor- 
, ouglily mixed with the soil and put 
down where they will be within reach 
of the great bulk of feeding roots and 
not on the surface where they will 
attract a growth 'of feeding roots and 
consequently shut oft their supply of 
food if a drouth occurs. 
This is of 


unusual importance, in applying fer- 
tilizers to small grains and grass crops 


• because the crops cannot be cultivated 
to conserve moisture, 


We seed; timothy about the second 


week in August without a nurse crop. 
We apply one-half bushel of seed to 
the acre with a common wheelbarrow 
seeder and cover It with a weednr or 
smoothing harrow and finish with a 
land roller to even the surface and 
bring up moisture so that the seeds 
will gerrtilnate quickly to make an 
even stand.

Srows humus. Manures are composed 
largely of humus. 
What difference 


•does H make whether we grow humus 
right on the field or haul it there? 
Theorists say we must haul it, but I 
belteve If we keep our soils filled with 


grass roots that are fed by chemical 
plant foods it Is possible to maintain 
the fertility of grass land.—W. M. 
Kelly. 


PREVENTING SAA1NE DISEASES. 


If you notice a sick hog in your lit- 


ter it should be at once separated from 
the others and If it does not recover 
quickly or if it should die within a 
day or two a thorough examination by 
a competent veterinary should bo had. 


If this examination shows the traces 


of cholera or swine plague the hogs, 
should be divided up into as many 
small bunches as possible. 


Every sick animal must be immed- 


iately taken out and put in the same 
enclosure some distance away. It is 
not a good plan however to turn the 
well hogs out to run all over tho farm 
as they may scatter the germs of tho 
disease and in this way cause great 
loss. 


The hog houses should all be kept 


near each other so they may be easily 
sprayed a.nd kept clean. 


If the sound hogs are taken away 


from the sick ones they should be put 
Into temporary quarters and the area 
o\-er which the hogs are to be kept 
should be as small as possible. 


Stop feeding corn, giving the hogs 


a mixture of/shorts, bran and a little 
oil meal and dissolve a little copper 
sulphate, say about three ounces to a 
barrel in the drinking water.. As soon 
as a hog dies the body should be 
burned, 
not 
burled. 
Cholera 
and 


swine plague have been scattered far 
and wide by burying dead hogs or 
other animals. 
It is not difficult to 


burn a hog. Build a good-sized pile of 
wood that will make a hot fire and 
after it is wfell started place the body 
of the hog on top. The fat in the body 
will add to the flames and in a short 
time it will all bo consumed. 


The important thing is to notify the 


state veterinary at the Agricultural 
College Station at once, then follow 1m- 
pllcitely the instructions received. He 
will probably tell you to disinfect the 
hog houses and the yards and fences 
and the grounds around them and to 
keep on doing so for several months. 
. It is not safe to discontinue the dis- 
infectants as soori as the deaths in the 
herd cease because the germs of chol- 
era particularly often exist for several 
months, and unless they are entirely 
destroyed the trouble will certainly 
return. 


KEEP THE ALFALFA FIELD CLEAN 


The appearance cf dodder In elover 


and alfalfa fields Is generally most 
dangerous to the crop. 


Tho ordinary operations of mowing, 


raking and hauling tend to spread 
this troublesome parasite, and with 
every new center of Infection the 
chances of the crop grow less. 


A recent circular of the New York 


Experiment Station at Geneva de- 
scribes the Injury resulting from dod- 
der in alfalfa fields, as follows: 


Dodder Is a yellow, tbread-liko 


twining weed which Is exceedingly 
troublesome in alfalfa fields. It ap- 
pears in circular spots 3 to 30 feet or 
r.:ore In dia.meter. 
At the center of 


the spot the alfalfa is killed out, while 
around the margfn. the ground Js 
co\'ered with a mat of yellow threads 
which twine closely about the stems 
of the alfalfa plants and slowly stran- 
gle them.

The, spots increase in size from year 


to year. 
Many fields have been com- 


pletely ruined by dodder. 
It is not 


often injurious to other crops (except 
red clover), but once established in an 
alfalfa field it is very difficult to eratli- 
c.-te without killing the alfalfa. 


As dodder is usually introduced 


with clover nnd alfalfa seed, the pur- 
chase and use of dodder-free seed 
cannot be too strongly urpoci. 


Clean seed, however, cannot always 


be secured, and therefore, cleaning 
tho seed is often necessary. 


Frequently neither the purchaser 


nor the scort dealer knows dodder 
seed, and consequently In many cases 
the first proof of its Introduction is 
the appearance in tho fleld of the 
weed itself. 


In view of those facts, the New 


Yrrk Station recommends that seed 
be examined before jt is sown to de- 
termine the presence of dodder. 


Alfalfa seed is larger than dodder 


seed and advantage was taken of this 
fact by the station to perfect a 
method by which commercial alfalfa 
seed may be made practically free 
from dodder and safe to sow. 


It was found that dodder seeds are 


readily removed by sifting through a 
wire sieve having 20 meshes to the 
inch. 


Since ready-made sieves of this 


mesh are not readily obtainable, it is 
advised to construct a light wooden 
frame 12 Inches square by 3 inches 
deep and tack over the bottom of It 
20 by 20 mesh steel-wire cloth. 


This quantity of wire cloth ought 


not to cost more than 15 or 20 cents. 


It is important that the wire cloth 


used be. exactly 20 by 20 mesh, which 
niay be determined by placing a ruler 


on tho sieve or cloth and counting 
the number of spaces to the inch. 


With a sieve of this kfnd it Is esti- 


mated thnt a man can clean from 
three to seven bushels of alfalfa seed 
per day. 


From one-fourth to one-half pound 


of seed, and no more, should bo put 
into the sieve at a time and vigorously 
shaken for one-half minute. 


To 
make 
tho 
work 
uniformly 


thorough the use of a cup holding not 
ovor half a. pound of seed and careful 
timing of the sifting Is recommended.

SOILS AND FERTILIZERS FOR 


OXIOJJS. 


The best soil for onions Is a. rich, 


well-drained loam. Heavy clays, hill- 
sides and stony land should be avoided. 
Onion soil cannot be too rich. 


Excellent crops are grown on deep, 


rich, muck lands that have been 
under cultivation for three or four 
years. 
Such lands should contain a 


fair mixture of sand. New, raw, muck 
lands give poor returns. 


The ground for onions should have 


been planted to some heavily manured 
hoc-d crop the preceding year and be 
practically free from weed seed. 
It 


is a great mistake to grow onions on 
weedy or run-down land. 


The following which relates to onion 


growing on a large scale also applies 
to garden growing. 


A rather firm seedbed which results 


from fall plowing Ir. desirable and 
pives the host results. A second crop 
of clover, heavily fertilized with barn 
yard manure and turned under In the 
fall followed by potatoes the next year 
makes an excellent preparation for 
onions the second year. 


A heavy top dressing of well-rotted 


barnyard manure or compost should 
be applied In the spring, and well 
worked into the soil. After this a com- 
plete commercial fertilizer analyzing 
4 per cent nitrogen, S per cent avail- 
able phosphoric and 10 per cent pot- 
ash should he applied. 


This fertilizer formula Is very

manure. A top dressing of ashes and 
hen manure miRht also replace in part 
the commercial fertilizers. 


Very successful growers use them 


all and in addition nitrate of soda 
applied broadcast in three or four 
applications during the growing sea- 
son. 


Wood ashes constitute one of the 


best forms of potash fertilizers and 
should be carefully kept under shelter 
away from rains. 


It is well to bear in mind thnt it 


costs just as much to seed and culti- 
vate a crop of onions that yields 300 
bushels to the acre as it does to ftro.v 
a crop yielding SOO to 1000 bushels. 
And further that the land once prop- 
erly prepared cnn be used for grow- 
ing onions year after year unless in- 
sects or disease como in.

N receipt of a salary ranging from 15,000 to $15.000 
n year, possessed of a stunning wardrobe, enjoying 
frequent trips to Europe with the privilege of pene- 
trating to the innermost sanctum of fashion's marts, 
Is not the woman buyer's the supremely happy lot 


among those of the thousand tollers In the great 
•tores? 


How such a position glitters by contrast with the 


drab routine of selling notions or hats or frocks to 
uninteresting and often disagreeable- customers'. But 
uneasy lies the head that wears fashion's bandeaux, 
wearied Is the frame adorned with the latest Imported 
treation. The woman buyer earns all she gets and 
pays well for the pomp of her position. With the In- 
creasing complications of the modern store, she must 
develop versatility to meet new demands. She must 
have a head for business, an eye for detail and artistic 
feeling. 
She must tie firm, amiable, dignified and 


pleasing. She must lire up to her clothes, yet she 
must not shirk any of the labor that falls to her lot. 


Surpriso. envy, admiration, awe. disapproval nre 


rarlously expressed In the glances that shoppers and 
employe* cast upon her as she goes about her duties 
to the store. She Is the veritable mould of fashion. 
the type of affluence among tbe myriads who aim nt 
that high standard. A woman who worships style 
takes careful note of her dress. It is the latest thing 
in Paris, from which city she has just returned. Her 
coiffure has the elaborate combination of curls, puffs, 
bandeaux nnd fringe which fashionable halrdresslng 
decree*. The wife of a mllllonnalre, even If shc en- 
joys an allowance commensurate with her husband's 
fortune, cannot be better turned ont From the high- 
est puff to the tip of her patent leather tie she is 
absolutely correct. 


She should be radiantly happy, yet If one notices 


anything beyond her clothes, one will see thnt the, 
buyer has troubles that elegance and luxury cannot 
assuage. She 1» pale, worry is In her eyes and ner- 
Tousness In her manner. She watches with painful 
Intentness the efforts of a saleswoman trying to per- 
suade a customer to buy a hat which would be a 
reasonable cause for a family quarrel should she wear 
4t home. 
Suddenly a small boy approaches nnd 


speaks to the buyer. Her nervousness and anxiety 
become acute. With a hurried adjustment of her 
bandeaux she walks away as rapidly as her scant 
skirt will permit, unheeding the requests of several 
saleswomen to speak with her for a minute. 


"What was the matter with that young woman?" 


the customer who was trying on hats Inquired of the 
saleswoman. "I was thinking how graceful and 
pretty she was when she fled In that precipitate 


''fashion." 
Her Hardest Season. 


"Oh, she Is our buyer and she has literally had 


her sleeves rolled up since half-past eight o'clock 
this morning. This Is the opening season nnd thnt 
means that she Is'working twice as bard as usual. 
When you noticed her n moment ngo shc was taking 
a survey of this department to see If the saleswomen 
were renlly trying to make sales, or If sales were 
not being made because she had failed to supply the 
right kind of. merchandise, or If requests were being 
made, for hats that were not In stock. 


"And does she watch all that?" 
"It-is a small thing In comparison with her other 


' 
work. To follow the hats after they reach .the show- 
room is -the simplest of all. It's before they reach here 
and after they leave that keeps her on the jump." 


The customer shudders at the word "Jump" as she 


recalls .the buyer's djsappenrance. 


"And when she hurried into the elevator?" she 


asks. 


"Probably the merchandise office or the manage- 


ment or the invoice or the advertising department 
sent for her." 
The saleswoman is again eyeing the 


almost forgotten hat. The time Is ripe to lead gently 
back to-it. She Is, however, a clever saleswoman and 
so she gives one last fling. 


"I have worked in this store for eleven years," shs 


begins impressively, "nnd I am an old woman, .but 
knowing what I do, and If I had to go over It again, 
*r!th a chance to become a buyer, with trips to Paris 
each year, or to be an ordinary saleswoman, with a 
hook to run, well I'd run any little book In preference-. 
At least, I can sleep nights." 


Meanwhile, the messenger has told the woman

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She is not the only buyer waiting. Nearly every 


department in the store is represented. Gravely the 
assembled buyers talk together. Each tells of some 
wonderful line of merchandise that she can pur- 
chase—provided, of course, the merchandise manager 
acquiesces. They have obtained a "special lot" or "a 
manufacturer's sample line," and they are able to 
offer "a sale bigger than the store has ever known." 


Although the woman buyer Is gowned in midnight 


chiffon, with irreproachable accessories, and might 
appear with credit- at an afternoon tea, she sits ner- 
vously upon -the edge of her chair, unsustalned by the 
consciousness of her perfect toilet In an apologetic 
voice she endeavors to win the merchandise man to 
her point of view. He is a man of many words, ail 
biting and sarcastic. Every word he utters has a way 
of sinking deep and hxirting. 


If the merchandise man acknowledges that she has 


not yet spent the amount allowed her for her 
monthly purchases, and If her sales show an increase 
over the sales for the same period of the preceding 
year, she is "in the market" to buy. 


This Is cause for great joy. Everything takes on a 


roseate hue. The woman buyer hurries on her way 
as happy as a lark, and loving "figures." merchandise 
oflice and millinery as she hns never loved them before. 


Her nest visit is to the sample room, where she an- 


nounces that she is "in the market." She feels lik? 
singing the words aloud and heralding her approach 
by victorious bugle calls. 


In the sample room every honor Is accorded her. 


Her entrance is her one triumphant moment. She 
receives a greeting that an opera star might envy. 
The narrow passage alongside the sample rooms is 
packed with .men. All kinds and classes are repre- 
ptU-ttcU WIIU UIVU.

In contrast Is "the picturesque foreigner, who has 


arrived from tbe fatherland only a short time before, 
but who is clever enough to find his way to the sample 
rooms. His business place is also his family resi- 
dence and his family comprise his "factory." 


The woman buyer listens patiently to each in turn. 


She tries to mnke judicious decisions and to be gentle 
and courteous In her refusals. She meets ninny of the 
buyers from other departments, and those who have 
passed. successfully through the ordeal of the mer- 
chandise office seem as happy as herself. All aro 


merchandise manncer will have to acknowledge that 
she has paid more fur these goods. 


Another method of fretting oven employed is for tba 


ninnufncturcr to semi his wife and members of his 
family into the department nt different times, each to 
ask for the special novelty which the woman buyer 
has refused to purchase from him. Of course it is not 
In stock. 


A reporting system mnkcs It necessary for the "head 


of stock" to file n report of "wanted" articles every 
night. This report finds Us way to the merchandise 
office. The merchandise office works itself iuto a lino 


3icrs to he made Into hats, one and all know there arc 
bard times ahead. The artistic side of millinery docs 
not exist for her. Then she is almost hated. 


The woman buyer deckled to get up a "special sale" 


In order to reduce her stock. She plans to offer un- 
usual values In lin'.s at irresistible prices. Ten dollars 
Is « favorite price, but as the need for the reduction 
of slock is pressing she gets up a sale of hats at .W 
each. 
This necessitates careful planning. 
She 


knows she cnnnot reduce the cost of the material sho 
puts into the but. She must show the required profit 
there. But she can reduce the labor. 
In a depart- 


meiit store the employes work on a weekly salary. 
The combined wages of each table constitutes the cost 
of thnt table. 
The trimmer is Informed of this 


amount and In order to make her tnble n paying pmpo- 
•ilion shc must turn out n sufficient number "C lints 
to make the selling price of Inbor three times the cost. 


Her gown of midnight bine chiffon is dusty, perhaps 


torn. The velvet bnncleau across her forehead fulls 
heedlessly over one ear. her curls nnd puffs nre nskow 
and tumbling down. Oblivions of these facts, her en- 
tire attention is centred on the fnte of the hats when 
they shall have left the workroom. The attention nt 
the public must be called to the wonderful bargains 
nbout. to be offered, and the advertising department Is 


'„ called in to give the required publicity. 


The woman buyer knows that the advertising staff 


will not "play her up well" unless sho can convince 
them that she is really offering wonderful harg.ims In 
merchandise. 
Moreover they must be "inspired" in 


order to write an advertisement for her, and it is one 
of her personal duties to "Inspire" them. 


Making an Impression. 


Scenic effects nnd appearances so n long way toward 


making an impression with the advertising force. She. 
would not think of presenting herself in her dishev- 
elled state. 


A yttle apprentice brushes her off, some one assists 


her in the rearrangement of her puffs and the ban- 
deau is carefully adjusted. 
Refreshed by this mo- 


ment of relaxation she nuikcs her way to the adver- 
tising headquarters. 


She searches for the member of the force who Is 


most capable of handling the great subject, nnrt then, 
In the form of a narrative, bounded on one side with 
cold, truthful business facts nnd on the other by n 
little fanelfuljmngmntlon and a pretty play on milli- 
nery terms and phrases, uttered with studied careless- 
ness, she mnkes rencly her bait for the public, waiting 
patiently for the writer to get every fact. 


Finally the sale of hats begins. Saleswomen get 


out to belated luncheons only after they have finished 
v.'Ith customers who lake long, weary hours to make 
n selection. Messenger girls run to and fro with 
vouchers to be signed and advertisements to be 0. K'd, 
and a member of the advertising staff, waits impa- 
tiently, notebook in hand, to take down notes and to 
receive "inspiration" for a follow-up advertisement 


A representative from the "criticism department" 


the matter goes to a higher court, to the "aisle man- 
ager." The "complaint man" nnd the "aisle man- 
ager" then have a serious consultation. 


"The buyer is prejudiced," they say. "She don't want 


tin? hat credited, therefore her arguments must be dis- 
regarded if necessary for the general good of the 
store." 


"Always the customer first" Is one of the unwritten 


rules of the store, and the aisle manager must bear 
this fact in mind if he wishes to retain 'his position 
as aisle manager. To his experienced eye there ap- 
pears to be no damage to the hat and he feels that it 
will be just ns easy to dispose of this bat a second 
time as a new one. Besides, be Is tbe victim of the 
woman "letter writer," who, when she Is not treated 
ns she thinks a "good charge customer" should be, will 
write to the management to complain "about the 
supercilious gentleman in the frock coat" who was In- 
solent If the aisle manager is wise he will take no 
chance with the customer. It is a bad thing to be 
called before the management too often. Instead, he 
will take out his sub-slip book and sign it. In this 
way the customer gets her credit and the hat goes 
back In stock despite the buyer's veto. 


Again n return will not be credited. It will be put 


on a "hold ticket." This means that a mild refusal 
will be written to the customer. Sometimes thUs Is 
effective. The customer will realize that she is ask- 
ing for something which is unfair and will request 
that the hat be delivered again to her. In most cases, 
however, the receipt of such a letter will bring forth a 
prompt reply, in which the customer threaten* to 
close her account unless the hat Is credited, and in 
this case she immediately receives not only a credit 
but a letter of abject apology as well. ___'^^_ — 


Selling the Hats.

Her first task after accepting the credits to to se« 


that they are put back in first class condition. A new 
lining, a few deft touches and the hats resume their 
pristine freshness. The saleswomen are instructed to 
try to dispose of these hats at the first opportunity. 


From adjusting a "halo" In a large hat *o that ft 


will fit a woman with a small -head, she turns to read 
a report from the management office, which shows 
that her expenses for running her department have, 
increased over the expenses of the year preceding. 
Her expenses nre divided into two classes, the "In- 
direct" expenses, which she Is powerless to control, 
and the "direct" expenses, about which she is request- 
ed to consult the management, with a view to reduc- 
ing them. 


The "indirect" expenses consist of the space she 


uses (for she pays rent), tbe light, heat and porter'* 
wages, and delivery and telephone service. For boxes, 
wrapping paper, even for the clerks hidden away IB 
the statistical offices, she contribute* fcer share. 


She Is at a disadvantage when compared to th» 


private shopkcepw, for she has no voice In the mat- 
ter of the kind or quality of services she pays for. 
In fnct, she docs not know what her pro rata of ex- 
penses will be until the ending of the flscnl year. 


Her "direct" expenses are wtthln her control to t 


limited degree. They consist of snlesvromen's wagei, 
advertisements nnd the cash slips signed for supplies 
also the cost for "Improvements" nnd "up-keen" 1ft 
her department. 
For instance, when she has ns 


"opening" the management banks her showrooms wltl 
rare and costly flowers: they'll cngnge extra salcsy' 
people nnd nllow her additional space for newgpapej-' 
announcements. A string orchestra supplies music 
of n period of fashion long pnst, but now furnishing 
n motive for the present season's headgear. 


Closing time comes nt lost. The great bell rings, 


and saleswomen, aislemen nnd messenger girls hurry 
away. Not. so the buyer. Her day has not ended. 
She hns gathered together the amount of sales mad« 
by each saleswoman. From the total she subtract! 
the amount of the hats credited. The remainder con- 
stitutes the dny's snles. This amount Is placed on « 
slip of paper sent, from the statistical office, which als< 
contains the amount, of snles of the same day the y'eai 
before. By comparison she can t«ll whether the daj 
is nhend. 


With this slip in hnnd she appenrs at the offices of 


the firm. All the other buyers are forced to do tht 
same. They form themselves Into a line outside the 
door marked "Private Office," ;,nd Indulge in tired 
jokes nnd foolish pleasantries while awaiting th« 
firm's pleasure. 


Maybe a half hour elapses before they are Instructed 


to file In. 


Checking the Sales. ' "*''T " *" ' 


A member of the firm sits nt his desk, nnd as the 


buyers pass the amount of sales is checked off, A 
circle written in a red pencil after the amount means 
that the department hns gone- behind in sales, a 
check in 'blue means nn Increase. Explanations and 
excuses nre given. One will sny that tbe snles aw 
behind because of the weather, the umbrella buyer 
will follow with face a-glow, and on receiving the blue 
mark will explain with pride thnt the rainy day helped 
business along. The womnn buyer knows that Easter 
happened earlier last year than this, but she remains 
silent. 


When this ordeal Is over ehe has finished her day. 


Once out of the store she hurries to the subway. Sh* 
must set home to her dinner. Not a -moment must be 
wnsted. The evening is short and there are many 
things to be done. The immaculate appearance does 
not come so easy, and it requires the evening hours 
to get In readiness for the next day. 


She finds herself In the subway rush. She wishes 


that she had the strength of mind to take a local, but 
she is so accustomed to confusion thnt she takes the 
express from force of habit.
